Dear Mr. Sileo:

The Fair Political Practices Commission (“Commission”) enforces the provisions of
the Political Reform Act (the “Act™) found in Government Code Section 8 1000, and
following. As you may be aware, the Commission was investigating whether you were in
violation of conflict of interest provisions of the Act. Specifically, it was alleged that you
participated in a governmental decision where you approved Resolution No 07-06 and 06-
119, as recommended by the Lancaster Redevelopment Agency and Royal Investors Group,
where you had an economic interest in Competitive Analysis. Your father, Patrick Sileo, has
an ownership interest in Competitive Analysis.

After investigation, we have determined that there is insufficient evidence to find
you violated the Act. As s result, we are closing this case with this Advisory Letter.

Under the Act, no public official at any level of state or local government may make,
participate in making, or in any way use or attempt 10 use his official position to influence a

Regulation 18700.)

Section 87103 specifies that conflict of interest may oceur ifit i reasonably
forseeable that the decision will have a material financial etfect upon "the official or a
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member of his or her immediate family. The Act defines “immediate family” as an
individuals spouse and dependent children. (Section 82021.)

The complaint generally alleged that you acted where you had a conflict of interest

If you did have an economic interest in Ed Sileo, your governmental decision to
approve redevelopment might have resuited in a disqualifying conflict of interest under the
Act.
